„ Efforts were redoubled and the place where 
Dolly Smith lay was soon reached. It was 
found that her collar- bone was broken, but 
otherwise she was not badly hurt. Her re- 
mem brance of the previous night was slight. 
There was a cragh which woke her up, and the 
next she knew, she said, was on being awak- 
ened when the firemen began to remove 
the timbers from around her. It was sup- 
posed that she had lain unconcious for eight 
or nine hours, and hac not been smothered to 
death on account of the loose boards which 
surrounded her. 

The bodies, as fast as removed, were taken 
to the margue, where the inquest will begin 
today. Coroner McHale was present during 
most of the day, and probably. will conduct 
the inquiry in person, He promised that the 
investigation would be a most rigid one, and 
the responsibility for the loss of seven lives 
would be fixed if possible. 

That there were not seven more victims in 
the upper flat of the Kunze place was due to 
the fact that a family named Markham, who 
had lived there until two weeks ago, was 
frightened away by the talk about the danger- 
ous wall and removed to Nineteenth street. 
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O'NEILL SAYS HE ISN’T TO BLAME, 


But His Department Had Been Repeatedly 
Advised That the Wall Was Shaky. 

Building Commissioner O'Neill is of the be- 
lief that the north wall of the York Building 
was safe and that Providence is alone to blame 
for its accidental tumbling over and the :on- 
sequent killing of seven people. His secretary 
and the four inspectors who have from time 
to time examined the burned building and re- 
ported on it joined with the Commissioner 
yesterday in shifting the blame from the 
Building Commissioner’s office to the hand of 
Providence. Some of the statements from 
the Commissioner are in conflict, however, 
with the official ,ecords of his office, 

The mornimg following the fire which gutted 
the building, Jan. 11, four inspectors from the 
Buildmg Commissioner’s office were sent to 
examine the condition of the walls and to re- 
port. They were Joha Agnew, George 
Charles. George Benson, and William Lude- 
wing. They reported the rear wall as being 
in a dahgerous condition and recommended 
that the top two steries be torn down. The 
north and south walls were then considered in 
fairly good eondition, and the report of the 
insurance adjusters, who refused to allow 
salvage for the north wall, added to the belief 
that it would stand, and under that idea 
O'Neill sent notice to York Jan. 19 to tear 
down all dangerous walls. 

Did you specify what walls were danger- 
ous and order them down!?“ was asked. 

“No. If I had said what walls were to be 
taken down and then another one had fallen 
this department would have been blamed. 
By ordering the walls down that were unsafe 


it covered all that might fall in future. Do

Inspector Agnew was not so certain about 
the safety of the north wall, however, and he 
called U’Neill’s attention to it in the presence

Architect Furst Says the Building and Fire 
Departments Were Negligent. 

Furst & Rudolph, No. 70 La Salle street, 
were the architects of the York Building. 

“The north wall,” Mr. Furst said, started 
at 26 inches and ran down to 16 inches in 
width at the top. On the report of the insur- 
ance appraisers we had accepted it as being in 
good condition. I still believe that any 
gale less than -forty miles an hour 
would not have affected it. In fact, it lived 
through some pretty hard storms all night. I 
told people that the wall could not stand any 
wind pressure that might be put on it, but 
that it would stand a pretty heavy gale.” 

Mr. Furst said that he called on the Build- 
ing Department three days after he received 
notice and asked for specifications of the walls 
which were to come down. The Building De- 
partment officials did not give them and Mr. 
Furst, with Mr. Loeber, York’s son-in-law, 
called on Chief Swenie and made the same re- 
quest. He declared that he would have the 
matter looked up and let them know in a few 
days. 

“That wasin January,” said Mr. Furst, 
“and we have not heard from the department 
since. When I called at the office of Com- 
missioner O' Neil for a permit Monday it was 
given me and I understood that the building 
inspectors had examined the walls and found 
them ound.“ 

E. Iverson, who has been acting as appraiser 
for the fire insurance companies, said last 
night that the north wall was straight and 
practically all right. The appraisers had 
agreed upon the report. 

“TI think there was a risk in leaving a wall 
standing of a building whose interior had 
been burned away, said Mr. Iverson. ‘“* The 


‘wall was solid enough for building purposes. 


It would have been all right had the interior 
construction been there. 


EXONERATES MR. YORK FROM BLAME 


Secretary Chumasero of the John V. Far- 
well Company Writes a Letter. 

The following communication has been re 
ceived 

Curcaao, Feb. 28.—[Editor of The Tribune, ]— 
Mr. John York, No. 777 South Halsted street, who 
had the misfortune of losing his building by fire 
Jan. 11, 1893, has been known to us for many 
years as a very reputable merchant, a good 
citizen, and a man whose integrity has always 
been beyond question. 

After the fire he made an adjustment with the 
insurance companies. The @d@justers after thor- 
oughly examining the ruins settled with him on 
the basis that the north and froat wall which re- 
mained standing had incurred no damage from 
the fire and would do to, build upon. 
He then employed an architect who made 
plans for a née building and who 
also sxamined this wall and pronounced it good. 
The builders to whom he let the contract on the 
plans made by the also examined the 
wall and coincided with both the insurance com- 
panies adjusters and the architect. These papers 
were then taken to the Building Department of 
the city ana indorsed there—and handed back to 
Mr. York, who intended to at once reconstruct 
the building at a cost of $125,000. 

We make this explanation in view of the falling 
of this wall last night, demolishing several 
structures and causing loss of life. Mr. York has

Striking employés of the Western Indiana 
railroad took ion of the Thirty-ninth 
street yards last night, drove a telegraph op- 
erator from his i trument, seriously injured 
a non-union 8 r, and terrorized offi- 
cials and employ for over half an hour. It 
was not until a strong detail of police from 
the Thirty-fifth Street Staton was called for 
that the company’s trains were again able to 
be handied with safety, Several shots were 
fired in the of the police, and it is 
thought that at least one of the stmkers was 
hit when the police fired in return. 

Since the strike began the police force on 
duty at the various yards has been steadily in- 
creased unfil nearly 150 men had * 
tailed. The only trouble hitherto ex 
was in the yards at Sixteenth and 
streets, where non-union employés have pow} 
eral times been assaulted by the strikers.’ }

“PANIC IN THE WESTERN UNION OFFICE. 


“One Young Woman Hurt by Her Compan- 
ions Fleeing from a Small Fire. 

Western Union operators were panic-stricken 
by the burning of a few baskets of paper yes- 
terday afternoon ab 2:00 o’clock. There is a 
well-organized system for the guidance of the 
employés in just such emergencies. Theoret- 
ically the employés should pass quietly 
out in three minutes without in. 
juring themselves or each other. ‘But 
it didn’t work that way yesterday. 
The entire telegraph business was paralyzed. 
For tweuty minutes not a was re- 
ceived or dispatched. Alice Walen, an oper- 
ator, is confined to her home at No. 387 Oak- 
ley avenue on account of injuries received 
while attempting to escape what she thought 
to be a conflagration. Miss Walsh is one of 
seventy women who, with 200 men, work for 
the Western Union company in the daytime 
on the top floor of the building at No. 
110 La Salle street. Several girls fainted 
from fright, but none were injured except 
Miss Walsh. About 2:30 o’clock flames were 
discovered in a small room in the center of 
the second floor of the Western Union Build- 
ing. The room was used by janitors as s 
storehouse for wastepaper. When the depart- 
ment arrived the fire was extinguished with a 
chemical before $25 damage had been done. 
But the news of the tire had reached the op- 
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hid under a freight-car. He found that he 

had neighbors in the shape of two switch- 

tenders, who told. him that they had been 

driven from their posts by the strikers, who, 

they said, had taken possession of the yards, 
and assaulted every employé they could find. 

Lechburg again tried to reach the telegraph * 
instrument, but finding the room still under 

guard turned back. 

Finally Lechburg edged out of the yards on 
to Thirty-ninth street and searched until he 
found an officr of the Thirty-fifth Street Sta- 
tion, who pulled a box for heip. A wagon- 
load of officers came on the jump, but the 
strikers had had timely warning and had scat- 
tered: in all directions. The police 
gave .chase, but they were under a 
disadvantage, for the yards were dark 
and full of ‘switches and wires, over which 
the police stumbled, while the strikers knew 
every inch, Twice the police were fired upon 
from behind freight cars, but none of them 
was hit. An unknown striker was not so 
fortunate; for the answering fire of the police 
brought forth a scream of pain, The injured 
man could not be found. 

Search was at once "made for Jacob A. 
Wells, the switchtender whom Lechburg had 
seen knocked down. He was found lying 
where he fell, with the blood oozing from an 
ugly wound in the forehead. He was uncon. 
scious and it was at first feared that his skuli 
was fractured. He revived somewhat, however, 
and was removed to the Thirty-fifth Stree} 


Station in the patrol wagon, where his head 


was dressed by the division surgeon. He will 
probably recover. 

The police maintained a strong guard over 
the yards for the remainder of the night, 
Lechburg got a good view of his assailants 
and says he will be able easily to recognize 
them. ü

It was the sad fortune of Mr. Blaine to have in- 
cu the enmity of even gifted men who were bis 
political colleagnes. In debate, he} was more 
than a Rupert. he was an Ajax, but hu rancor 
ended with his victory. Not so with those he 
vanquished. They kept arrows in their sleeves for 
him, and., when opportunity presented, sent them 
quivering into his flesh. CUrievously disappoint- 

as he must have been at repeated and un- 
merited defeats, he upver wavered in his joyalty 
to the party of ae hoice. Every candidate of 
that party had his loyal support. I do not 
think that the loss of political power affected him 
so much as the apparent injustice of the people 
he loved and served sq well. 

Yet, in spite of all, his genius triumphed, and 
the defeat in which tis Presidential hopes went 
down deprived him of supreme power, not of na- 
tio al prestign. He lived lone enough afterward, 
at the head of the State Department, to make the 
American people regret the political disaster 
which depriv them of hie services in a higher 
pay: 

ike other great Americans, he lived to experi- 
ence the slings arrows of buman inconstancy 
and unreasonabieness, Like the Grecian philoso 
pher, he was accused 1 the voice of ignorance 
and condemned by the orces of malignity; but 
the American Nation will still do him justice and 
place him in the Pantheon of her gratitude. 


EULOGIZES THE * UNCROWNED KING,”

M. Thurston Gives the 
Characteristics of Blaine. 
The address of John M. Thurston was in 

substance as follows: . 

Our Uncrowned King is dead, but there are 
none to cry Long live the King,” for there can 
be no successor to James G. Blaine in the loving 
hearts of his bereaved countrymen. The re- 
pu mourns its statesmen; humanity, its 
priest; liberty, its ativocate; Americanism, its 
champion. All the world unites in honor of his 
memory and for his demise. 

James G. Blaine stood for a quarter of a century 
as the distinctive champion of the American idea, 
of American interests, and of American men. He 
has nearer the affection of the American 
masses than any other public men except Lin- 
coln; and it can be said, without fear of contra- 
diction, that he was tho real choice not only of 
the Republican party but of the people of the 
United States for President in every Presidential 
year from 1876 to 1. Twice he was defeated by 
political combination, twice he put aside with bis 
own hand the mantie of leadership, and once he 
was robbed of election by a series of unfortunate

Let the American flag 
float over every American schoolhouse; let the 
Constitution of the United States be taught in 
every public school; let loyalty to American in- 
stitutions be the test of American citizenship ; set 
the stars of the Union in the bearts of our chil- 
— and the glory of the republic will remain 
orever. 

Blaine graduated from® college at 17 years of 
age, and immediately commenced active life as a 
teacher. At W he was summoned home to the 
bedside of his dying father. By that father’s 
open grave he passed from youth into manhood. 
From that hour he was thrown upon his own re- 
sources and faced the world alone. The year 1850 
is memorable. It “marked a distinct era in 
the political thought of the country and made 
a profound impression on the minods of patri- 
otic men, The North and the South, the 
free States and the slave States, found themselves 
arrayed against each other in violent and absorb- 
ing conflict... The irrepressible war between 
right and wrong, humanity and oppression, the 
Union and secession, was fairly on. convention 
of slave-holding States was called to meet at 
Nashville for the purpose of considering a possi- 
ble separation of the sections; the celebrated 
compromise lutions of Clay were before the 
Senate; and the crisis of the situation was 
reached with the passage of the fugitive slave law 
Sept. 18. 1550. On the hour in which that infamous 
measure became law the clock of fate struck 12 
for slavery. 8 

Two Theories to Champion. 


The two contending theories of our government 
had at last joined issa* upon lines which made it 
impossible that there should ever come reconcilia- 
tion or security until one or the other was estab- 
lished throughout the length and breadth of the 
land. These two theories might never have been 
put to the test except for the existence of the in- 
stitution of slavery and its localization in one. 
particular section of the Union. 

The fugitive slave law broke up the Whig 
party. After its passage it was impossible that 
any political a should successfully com- 
bat the slave-holding power which did not stand 
— 178 in favor of free speech, free soil, 
and free men. 

At this trying period in the history of the Na- 
tion the three great statesmen and r- 
leaders of their time passed from the scene o 
human action. That Blaine had been a careful 
student of the lives, utterances, principles, and 
accomplishments of Culboun. Webster, and Clay 
is attested by his whole career. 

With the overwhelming defeat and practical 
dissolution of the Whig party in 1852 it became 
necessary for the friends of liberty, humanity, 
and union to found a new political organization. 
The quickened conscience of thé country brought 
into existence the Republican party. James G. 
Blaine was one of its first members, Having re- 
moved to Augusta. Me., in 1854 he fare his 
profession as teacher and ava f 
of an o unity to enter the journalistic 
world ag editor of the Kennebec Journal. In that 
sheet he first gave utterance to his political con- 
victions. In 1855, speaking of the Republican 
party, he paid: Long may it live to protect our 
interests; develop our resources, and under all 
circumstances dare to do right; and trust the 
cousequences to infinite wisdom. Let it be not 
merely the inauguration of a new party, but the 
exaltation of principle above party.“ 

This declaration is a true index of the character 
ofthe man. He was intensely in earnest; advo- 
cating only what he believed to be right, fear- 
lessly denouncing what he believed to be wrong. 

The practical beginning of Biaine’s political 
career was in 1556, when he was elected delegate 
to the first Republican national conveation. “The 
same year he ame a member of the Lower 
House of the Maine Legislature, servi for four 
consecutive terms, the last two as Speaker of the 

y. From the very start he develo that 
rare genius for leadership which is the most 
— characteristic of greatness in 
every age. is first important speech, which 
brought bim at once into national 
prominence, was delivered in the Maine Legisia- 
ture Mareh 7, 1862, in support ofa series of reso- 
lutions indorsing the administration of Abraham 
Lincoln, insisting that Congress should provide 
for the confiscation of the estates of rebels, and 
the liberation of every slave claimed by any per- 
son in arms against the United States. or aiding 
and abetting the rebellion. 


Biaine and Garfield Friends. 


Blaine entered the Thirty-eighth Congress at 
the age of 33 Dec. 7, 1863. There for the first time 
he met young Garfield, direct from the Army ot 
tne Cumberland. who had doffed the uniform ot a 
Major-General only two days before, to appear in 
civilian’s dress at the bar ofthe House. From 
that hour they became devoted friends and co- 
laborers in the maintenance of the Union cause. 

Judged by the test he set for others Blaine is 
the grandest character of his time. He achieved 
such distinction in the House of Representatives 
as has been accorded to no other man in the his- 
tory of the republic. He participated prominent- 
ly in all the great debates and was a powerful ad- 
vocate of all those important measures which se- 
cured the restoration of the Union, the en- 
franchisement of the colored race, the settie- 
ment of all grave questions growing out of the 
war, the maintenance of t national credit 
and the soundness of tbe national currency. Last, 
but not least, he became the acknowledged cham- 
pion of the protective policy of the Republican 
party on the distinctive proposition that American 
markets and American opvortunities should by 
the Federal government be secured to American 
men. 

Blaine was the great parliamentary leader of 
his time, the worthy successor of Clay, Douglas, 
and Stevens. March 4, 1569, be was elected 
Speaker of the National House of Representa- 
tives, which important position he held for six 
years, All parties joined in doing him honor at 
the close of his term. Much of his deserved popu- 
larity came to him by reason of the cool, court- 
eous, decided, and impartial manner in which he 
performed the duties of that high position. 

paving af these years of arduous Congresston- 
ai labor he found time to prepare scores of polit- 
ical campaign speeches and m important ad- 
dresses and magazine articles. is speeches and 
writings constitute a library in themselves of 
American history, covering half a century of time. 
and embracing the must critical periods of our 
national existence. 

Blaine grew in popular favor more rapidly than 
any other public man. Ina decade filled with 
the robust patriotism of Charies Sumner, Zach 
Chandler, and Oliver P. Morton, the inspired ad- 
ministration of Abraham Lincoln, and the heroic 
achievements of Sheridan, Sherman, and Grant. 
it is marvelous that the enthusiastic love and ad- 
miration of the Nation should have turned so 
quickly, increased so rapidly. and become at- 
tached so enduringly to the youss Congressman 
who had nothing to commend him except the de- 
— splendor aud genius of his Congressional

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May Be Used for Sanitary Purposes. 


Can it be used for sanitary pu such as is 
contemplated by the act of 1889, under and by 
virtne of which the Chic Sanitary District 
has created? I am of the opinion that it 
can be so used under proper restrictions, Its use 
as 4 canal can in no way be impaired by permit- 
ting it to be so used if the necessity therefore 
arises. Indeed our Supreme Court has recognized 
such power in the Legislature to devote it toa 
purpose of kind. 

The Attorney-General discusses the acts of 
the Legislature in reference to drainage dis- 
tricts and the decisions of the Supreme Court 
thereon. Of Sec. 17 of the act of 1889, which 
particularly applies to this question, he says: 

lam of the opinion the ** had the 
power to enact it and that such section is consti- 
tutional. But whether it is so far operative as to 
permit the Sanitary District to enter on the canal 
of its own volition and without the consent of 
your body and deepen and widen the same is a 
different matter altogether. I am of the opinion 
that it is not and that the tees have no such 
right. The section does not pretend to convey any 
interest in the canal to such Sanitary District 
It does not divest the State of its ownership nor 

our body as the agent of the 5 of its control. 

t does not in any Manner ¢hange, or attempt to 
change, the al pu for which such land 
was granted aud to which it has been applied. It 
cannot interfere unnecessarily with the public use 
of it; and it must be restored to its former useful- 
hess as soon as practicable. It only permits at 
most a temporary occupancy thereof, and that, 
too, in my judgment, subject to the control of the 
State or its authorized agents. If it attempted to 
ao otherwise it would be unconstitutional. 

The Constitution of this State provides as fol- 
lows: “The Llinois and Michigan Canal shall 
never be sold or leased until the specific proposi- 
tion for the sale or lease thereof shall first have 
been subniitted toa vote of the people of the 
State at a general election and have been ap- 
proved by a majority of all the votes polled at 
such election.“ This ludes the idea that such 
sanitary district could, by any possibility, by virtue 
of the section under consideration, obtain any 
right, title, or interest in or to the illinois and 
Michigan Canal or any part thereof. 

Discussing the question of ‘necessity for en- 
boring upon the canal as contemplated by the 
act of 1889, Mr. Moloney says: 

I think the conclusion is inevitable that all the 
parties interested must consent and agree as to 
such necessity, or an appeal must be had to some 
tribunal to do it for them in case they differ, as 
none is . for in the act, end the only 
tribunal that would be proper is a court which is 
created for the purpose of settling all contentions 
of this kind. In the case under consideration the 
route adopted by the trustees of the drainage dis- 
trict was one of choice and not of necessity. 


State Must Retain Control. 


In addition to this, however, the section under 
consideration can only be sustained on constitu- 
tional unds, on the hypothesis that it has in 
view the creation of a drain or channel for 
sanitary-purposes only. In entering the canal, to 
d and widen the same, it acquires no inter- 
est therein inimical to the rights of the State. 
There can be no community of interest or a dual 
ownership therein, nor to any part thereof. When 
the canal is widened and deepened it must be re- 
stored to its former usefulness. 

As incident to the per navigation of said ca- 
nal it is indispensable that it should have docks 
for the convenience and dispatch of its trade and 
commerce. It was a — of this fact b 
the General Government that undoubtedly move 
it to graot to the State ninety feet on either side 
for canal purposes. Now the Sanitary District 
proposes by its ordinance to take and excavate 
the entire 240 feet and turn the same into a water- 
way. Tbis, 1 think, it cannot do. I conclude, 
therefore, that the work contemplated by the 
trustees in enlarging the canal must be under 
your control and subject to your approval to the 
extent ana for the purpose that the rights of the 
State may not be préjudiced and on the com- 

lotion of the proposed work that the canal will 
in every respect be restored to its former useful- 


ness. 
There is one other subject to which I desire to 
call your attention. I understand that — had. 
from time to time, leased, for dockage, 
waterpower, and other pur , the property of 
the State in and along said canal and that such 
leases and leasehold interests are still in 
force. Persons, therefore, along said canal, have 
nowsubsisting ptoperty interests in such leases, 
and the State also derives an income 
therefrom. These interests are such 
they no doubt can be comdemned in 
a proper proceeding by the Sanitary District, if 
they cannot be amicably adjusted; but s far as 
the State derives an income there such in- 
come will be lost to it, unless there are leaseholds 
outside of the County of Cook that may be affect- 
ed thereby, and if such exist then the district 
will have to adjust such interest with your body. 
Ail of the matters hereinbefore referred to, 
though of grave im ance to the parties ihter- 
ested, can and sho amicably arranged be- 
tween the Trustees of the Sanitary District and 
your houorabie body.

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HARBISON FOR MAYOR. 
Democratic conventions in Chicago have 
never been models of good order or of parlia- 
mentary decorum. They have been notorious 
od account. of their disorder and their un- 
seemly exhibitions. But the convention which 
assembled yosterday in the Central Music 
Hall and nominated Carter H. Harri- 
son for Mayor was the most disor- 
derly and riotous in the history of the 
city. Washington Hesing, who iatended to be 
a candidate for Mayor before what he hoped 
would be a deliberative convention, repudiat- 
ed the assembled mob, withdrew his name, 
and denounced the methods by means of 
which they secured their seats as corrupt and 
disgraceful. There was not a man in the 
gathering who could say that his charges were 
untrue. They could not deny the accusations 
he made as to the packing of the convention 
in favor of Mr. Harrison. They only tried to 
drown his voice by means as disgraceful and 
as disreputable as those employed in packing 
the convention and stuffing the primary ballot- 
boxes. 

It was in keeping with the character of the 
proceedings that Carter Harrwon was nomi- 
nated for Mayor on a platform almost every 
principle and declaration of which he violated 
when he was Mayor of Chicago and during 
every year of the eight which he served in that 
capacity. His nomination was in keeping 
with the policy which he pursued in the local 
politics of this city as Mayor, when ballot-box 
stuffing and bulldozing were as common at the 
regular elections as they were general at the 
primaries conducted in his behalf Monday. 
Mr. Harrison’s nomination is so notoriously 
opposed by the leading members of his own 
party that the principal party organs have re- 
pudiated it, and his two competitors .before 
the primaries are so little satisfied with the 
result that they refuse to support him at the 
polls. He stands before the people as the 
nominee of the worst element of his party, the 
riotous, the disorderly, the corrupt, the vio- 
lent, and of the more brutal element of the 
gambling fraternity. He will not dare to make 
any explicit and serious declaration of accept- 
ance of the principles of the platform on 
which he was nominated, because his conduct 
when in office was in defiance of the same, 
and no one could be found to believe him if 
he did. 

The German element of the Democracy, 
which did most to give that party its recent 
victories in this State and county, was qpn- 
temptuously ignored, and in fact insulted, 
by the convention. The Germans were re- 
fused the first place on the ticket by the cabal 
which dominated it. They were led to be- 
lieve that they could get the second place. 
That also was refused. and in deflance of 
the spirit of the law, which provides that City 
Treasurers shall not be their own successors, 
an obscure supernumerary clerk of Peter 
Kiolbassa has been set up as the candidate for 
custodian of the city funds as Kiolbassa’s 
successor. This circumstance in itself is cai- 
cuiated to alarm the taxpayers for the integ- 
rity of the public funds intrusted by the acci- 
dent of an election to the keeping of an ex- 
constable of no business qualifications. 

The minor nominations for city officers, 
though better than the nominations for Mayor 
and Treasurer, have nothing special to com- 
mend them. 

The ticket, as a whole,is bad and weak, 
such a ticket es might be expected as the 


most dangerous elements in the community. 
But it will not do for the Republican 
and independent voters to ignore the peculiar 
strength of Mr. Harrison as a candidate. He 
will appeal to the ignorant and Vicious ele- 
ments so largely represented in yesterday’s 
convention. He controls the election ma- 
chinery.of the city, for the same judges who 
packed. the ballot-boxes at the primaries are 
to serve at the election the 4th of April. He 
will make promises to every class in the 
community. He will play the clown, the 
demagogue, to amuse and to cajole the vo- 
ters. The Citizens opposed to his election 
should unite to defeat it. Gov. Altgeld 1s 
quoted as saying that Mr. Harrison’s election 
as Mayor would be a calamity. It would be 
especially so this year. Chicago needs an 
abler, a more dignified, and a more respect 
able man in the office of Chief Magistrate 
than Carter H. Harrison. Will patriotic citi- 
zens unite to defeat him and to select a better 
man? 


WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH THE LAKE- 
FRONT? 

The members of the Real Estate Board 
listened night before last to a discussion of 
the question What Shall Be Done with the 
Lake-Front?” The three gentlemen who ad- 
dressed. them agreed on one point, that the 
water-front north of Park rew must not be 
lined with wharves and docks to be used for 
cominercial purposes. Ihe folly of attempt- 
ing to concentrate a large portion of the com- 
merce of the city on the Lake-Front was 
shown clearly. ‘The fact that were it tried the 
streets of the business district, too crowded 
already, would be gorged with traffic was not 
neglected. 

Two of the speakers were strongly in favor 
of retaining that portion of the Lake-Front 
south of Monroe street for park purposes, 
and only one opposed it, asserting that there 
were parks enough. This last view will not 
prevail. The sentiment of the people, high 
and low, rich and poor, is unquestionably in 
favor of the creation of a beautiful down- 


east es the government dock line. Such a 
park, running to the water’s edge, will have 
more daily visitors in proportion to its area 
than any of the others. It will become to 
Chicago what the Common is to Boston. 
Those who are opposed to a Lake-Front 
Park are generally persons who imagine. that 
it never would be more attractive than the 
present bare strip between the railroad tracks 
and Michigan avenue. They forget the ca- 
pacity of a landscape gardener who can take 
a desolate prairie and with time and money 
convert it into a Washington or Garfield 
Park. 

One ot the speakers was in favor of leasing 
the entire Lake-Front for business and public 
use so as to get revenue. The other two be- 
lieved that the strip north of Monroe street 
should be occupied by public or semi-pablic 
buildings. This is what Tur Tarsuns has 
constantly advecated and is what the people 
want. Ex-Ald, Hamline is of the opinion that 
a new Postoffice building and a new City Hall 
should be erected between Randolph street 
and the Art Institute. It has been suggested 


by this paper that one of the buildings to be 


erected on this ground should be for the pur- 
pose of holding yearly exhibitions similar to 
those held for so many years in the old Ex- 
position, and that it should also be available 
for great public meetings. There are some

THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT TURNS UP 
AGAIN. 

Last year an unfinished building on the 
West Side blew down during a wind-storm. 
Some cottages were crushed and some people 
killed. “The investigation which followed 


‘showed up the city Buildmg Department and 


its worthless inspectors in a most unfavorable 


‘light. Tun Tateuns insisted then that the de- 
part.nent should be reorganized and its meth- 


ods changed. City Hall inertia was so great 
that nothing was done. Since then the de- 
partment has remained in inefficient obscur- 
ity until yesterday, when its peculiar way of 
doing business again attracted public atten- 
tion. 

A building was burned on South Halsted 
street on the 11th of last January. The stand- 
ing walls were declared to be dangerous by 
building inspectors and officers of the Fire 
Department, and on the 19th of Jaauary the 
owner was notified by the Building Commis- 
sioner to tear them down. He did not obey. 
On the 2ist of last month report was made to 
the effect that the walls were even more dan- 
gerous than before. Nothing wasdone. Last 
Saturday permission was asked for and grant- 
ed to allow the use of two of the walls in the 
reconstruction of the building. Night before 
last those walls fell on the adjoining houses 
and killed seven persons, Who is responsible? 

The Commissioner says he had n> power 
to tear down the walis, and if he had asked 
the Fire Department to do it it would not 
have been done. Chief Swenie says he would 
have done it with the greatest pleasure, for he 
knew the walls were unsafe. The Commis- 
sioner says the architects, the contractors, and 
the owner were the only ones to blame—*“‘it 
was their business to take care of those walls. 
Then what is a Builditg Department for? 
The Commissioner says the walis were sound 
ana would have stood had there not been a 
gaie. Is not the head of the Building Depart- 
ment supposed to know that there generally is 
a wind-storm in this city every two months, 
and that walls which were unsafe when the 
wind blew ought not to be allowed to tempt 
fortune from the llth of January to the 27th 
of February? 

It wou'd have been much better had the ad- 
vice of Tun Trreune been taken last year. It 
recommended then the purging of the Buiid- 
ing Department. Had that been done there 
would have been no Halsted street disaster. 
Had a man as efficient as Swenie been at the 
head of the department those walls would 
have been down two days after the fire. He 
would not have 
them down and kill seven people, for whase 
lives some one ought’ to pay. Will Mayor 
Washburne, who refused to act last year, act 
now, or will he leave this matter for his suc- 
cessor to attend to? 

The Coroner should investigate this acci- 
dent thoroughly. All the facts should be 
brought out so that the people may learn once 
more just what kind of a Building Depart- 
ment they have, 


THE DEMOCRATS AND THE PENSIONS. 

The Senate passed day before yesterday 
without amendment the pension bill for the 
fiscal year ending July 1, 1894, which appro- 
priates $166,000,000. Senator Gorman, after 
stating that it was possible that the pension 
appropriation for the following year might 
rise to $190,000,000, with 1,200,000 pensioners 
on the rolls, said that there had been an over- 
whelming vote in the House against any 
change in the pension laws, and that with 
those laws as they were the next Congress 
would be as powerless to reduce pension ap- 
propriations as the present one was. He ad- 
mitted what no Democrat vould admit dur- 
ing the last campaign that “there had been 
a rivalry between the two great political par- 
ties to see how far they could go in the matter 
of pension legislation.“ 

Senator Palmer, who followed him, said 
that the amount of pension appropriations 
was exciting surprise, and there was a grow- 
ing anxiety that pensions should be paid only 
to the deserving. Consequently he trusted 
that the new administration would find a man 
for Pension Commissioner who would com- 
prehend the gravity of the subject, and who 
would have the courage to do right.“ The 
Senator did not say that he thought it possi- 
ble to secure pension legislation by the next 
Congress which would remedy the evils which 
he said existed. 

It is quite apparent that the Democrats are 
gom to do nothing. As Mr. Watterson says, 
The Democrats fought their last campaign 
partially on a demand for pension law revis- 
ion.” During that campaign they assailed 
the Republican party for the looseness and 
extravagance of laws which they themselves 
had helped to pass. Yet at present all that 
one eminent Democrat has to suggest is 
the hope that the incoming Democratic Com- 
missioner * will do what is right.“ The par. 
ty will leave the entire matter in his hands. 
It will throw off the responsibility on him. 
This is rather cowardly. The real reason for 
this shirking is the one assigned by Senator 
Palmer, that it would be politically unwise to 
do anything “so long as the old fellows 
amountto as mueh as they now do at the 
polls.“ 


THEY WANT SILVER MONOMETALLISM. 
The self-styled American Bimetallic League 
in session at Washington last week declared 
that the great moral and financial crime of 
the nineteenth eentury was the demonetizing 
of silver in 1873 by the Congress of the United 
States.“ What does it mean by “ demonetiz- 
ing? The act of Feb. 12, 1873, provided that 
the goid coin of one dollar, at the standard 
weight of 25.8 grains, should be the unit of 
value, and that the trade dollar should be one 
of the silver coins of the United States and be 
legal tender to any &mount not exceeding five 
dollars in any one payment. At that time 
there was very little silver in circulation and 
the total coinage of silver dollars during 
the two years preceding was less than 
$2,250,000. In the succeeding five years, 
up to the passage of the Bland biil, 
the coinage of silver halves and quarters pro- 
ceeded at a rate which much more than com- 
pensated for the ceasing to coin dollars for 
home use. So it may be claimed, fairly 
enough, that the immediate consequence of 
passing the act complained of was more sil ver 
money in the hands of the American people 
than ever they had before. To growl at that 
act and the men who passed it as responsible 
for a lack of silver money today is so. self-evi- 
dently absurd that it is a wonder any set of 
men supposed to be rational beings could 
stoop to take such a position before the pub- 
lic. They talk about the demonetization of 
silver when practically all the money in their 
pockets at the moment was ailver or sil- 
ver oertificates, all good for the pay ment 
of debts and taxes, though rated as having 
a coin value 50 per cent above the value of the 
white metal as bullion. The United States

but a very faint idea of what the fads cost. It 
is admitted that over $250,000 was spent for 
these useless and harmful ornaments, divided 
up about as follows: German, $143,315; music, 
$22,780; drawing, $27,746; physical culture, 
$22,431; manual training, $35,000, etes This 
official total utterly misrepresents whit the 
fads cost the taxpayers. It does not include 
parts of the miscellaneous funds used in main- 
taining them or money employed in expedit- 
ing them and charged tu other accounts. It 
does not include salaries paid, the cost of 
maintaining 207 rooms used for teaching Ger- 
man, the time of class teachers and of pupils 
that is wasted. The absolute cost direct and 
indirect of German alone is three times the 
total of all the fads as set down officially. It 
is beyond question that the fads consume one- 
third of the school year and eat up one-third 
of the total expenses, If they were rooted out 
therefore it would Jessen the cost of education 
by one-third and add that much more time to 
the effort of the taxpayers to secure the com- 
mon school education for their children which 
is guaranteed them by the law and denied 
them by the board. 

The tatpayers are entitled to a fair equiva- 
lent for their money. They pay the school 
tax with the understanding that their money 
shall be devoted to the purposes of common 
school education, A common school educa- 
tion means education in reading, writing, 
geography, arithmetic, grammar, and history. 
One-third of the time which should be given 
to these studies is diverted to such fads as 
German, sloyd, mud-pie making, peper cut- 
ting, sewing, drawing, the absurdity of scien- 
tific singing, and the greater absurdity of the 
so-called physical culture. This is time abso- 
lutely wasted, because not one-tenth of the 
scholars have any aptitude for these special 
studies, and without ‘such aptitude they can- 
not learn them. The place to teach them is in 
outside schools, The one-tenth who want 
their children to study them should not com- 
pel the other nine-tenths, who want their chil- 
dren to get a common school education, to 
pay for them. It is a wrong and an outrage 
to force fifty or sixty pupils to waste their 
preei us time on these fads when only five or 
six of them can make the slightest proficiency 
in them, It is equally an outrage to expect 


class teachers to do the work of experts in 


special studies for which they have had no 
preparation. They were not employed for any 
such purpose. They were employed because of 
their ability to teach the rudimentary 
branches of what is known as common school 
education, not to practice children in scales, 
make mud ornaments, cut dodecahedrons, 
sew on buttons, or carve wooden wringers and 
wash bowls. 

In round numbers the ornamental educa- 
tion which does no good to nine-tenths of the 
children, which the teachers themselves depre- 
cate, and which the parents do not want, costs 
the taxpayers of Chicago a milhon dollars every 
year besides adding largely to the duties of the 
class teathers, unuecessarily increasing super- 
vision, and supporting a lot of “professional 
ve fastened ‘like leeches 
upon the public se system by the aid of 
commercial or political pulls.“ It is time 
to weed out all the fads and the public looks= 
to the Board of Eduation todo it. They in- 
volve a profligate waste of money, a wicked 
Waste of time, an outrage upon the scholars, 
and an outrage upon the teachers, and they 
are imperilmg the public school system. 
They are increasing every year 86 rapidly that 
the time is not fat distant when~children to 
secure a common school education will have 
to study the rudiments at home. The time to 
root out the fads is now. If the Board of 
Education has not the nerve to do it, then the 
public must find some way of bracing up the 
board, For the sake of the children, who are 
deprived of their privileges; of the teachers, 
who are deprived of their time; of the parents, 
who are deprived of their rights, the boa r 
must act and act Dromptly. —

PROTECTING RAILWAY EMPLOYES. 

After many yefrs of ineffectual endeavor 
Congress has passed a bill for the protection 
of the lives and the limbs of railway em- 
ployés. The President will sign it with great 
pleasure, for he has repeatedly called the at- 
tention of Congress to the subject. 

This bill provides that after Jan. 1, 1898, 
every locumotive engine used in moving inter- 
State traffic must have a power driviny-wheel 
brake and appliances for operating the train- 
brake system, and shat every train must have 
a sufficient number of cars so tquipped with 
power or train brakes that the engineer on the 
locomotive drawing the train can control it 
without requiring brakemen to use the com- 
mon.hand brake. 

It is provided also that after the same date 
it shall be unlawful to use any cars not 
equipped with couplers coupling automatic- 
ally by compact, and which can be uncoupled 
without the necessity of men going between 
the ends of the cars, The importance of this 
will be better appreciated when it is known 
that the number of persons killed or injured 
yearly on American roads while coupling or 
uncoupling cars is over 7,000. Within three 
months after the passage of the act the Amer- 
ican Railway Association is authorized to des- 
ignate to the Inter-State Commission the 
standard height of drawbars for ‘freight cars 
and fix also the maximum variation from that 
standard height. If the association does not 
act by July 1, 1894, then the commission must 
determine a standard, and after July 1, 1895, 
no car, loaded or unloaded, can be used which 
does not comply with this standard, 

Any violation of this act is punishable by a 
fine of a hundred dollars for each and every 
offense, and it is also provided that— 

Any employé who may be injured by any loco- 
motive, car, or train in use contrary to the pro- 
visions of this act shail not be deemed thereby to 
have assumed the risk thereby occasioned, al- 
though continuing in the employmens of such 


carrier after the unlawtul use of such locomotive, 
car, or train had been brought to his knowledge, 


The provision about power brakes will 
lessen the number of railroad accidents in 
which both passengers and employés are suf- 
ferers, and the one about couplers will save 
thousands of employés from death or mutila- 
tion. The only opposition to the bill came 
from the Southern railroads, which claimed 
that they were too poor to equip their 
trains with these life-saving appliances. To 
accominodate them the time for introducing 
power brakes and automatic couplers was ex- 
tended to 1898. They still say that they can- 
not stand the expense, but the penalties are so 
severe and their enforcement so certain that 
they will find the money. 

This bill will be among the last ones aside 
from the appropriation bills which President 
Harrison will be called on to siga. He will be 
content to close his four years of public serv- 
ice with the approval of so beneficent a 
measure, his constant support of which should 
make every railroad man his friend.

They Desire to Make an Exhibit of the Edu- 
Think the Catholies Have Been Excep- 
tionally Favored — Explanation Made 
That Space Was Given to First Comers 
—Queen Victoria Lends Her Tapestries 
for Exhibition—News of the Fair. 

Representatives of the Methodist Church 
called on Director-General Davis yesterday 
and asked for an increased allotment of space. 

They were chaperoned by Solomon Thatcher, 

and were from’ Cincinnati, Chicago, and the 

far South. They called on the Director-Gen- 
eral in the interest of an exhibit for Southern 
colleges. They wanted 1,600 feet of space for 
the Methodist schools in South Carolina, 

Georgia, and Tennessee. Col. Davis could 

afford the delegation but little comfort. He 

merely said in ease space was vacated bs 
other applicants it would be given for the 
cause presented by the delegation. 

It seems that the occasion for the visit grew 
out of the statement that the Catholic educa- 
tional exhibit is to occupy 20,000 square feet 


of space. The Methodist people have been. 


given something short of 400 square feet. The 
callers couldn’t understand why so much 
room was granted the Cathalies and such lim- 
ited space to the Methodists and other Prot- 
estant churchesy which have received an al- 
lotment of 400 square feet each. 

The assignment of so much room to Cath- 
ores it seems has been widely misunderstood. 

S belief among Protestauts is that 

Catholic display is to be a religious one 
— the room gran for it is accordingly 
considered extravagant by comparison. Ihe 
truth of the situation is different from the 
common understanding. Charies Umstott, 
Dr. Peabody’s chief assistant, explained yes- 
terday the space matter. 

„The Catholics were: given 20,000 square 
feet of space because they demanded a 
large amount of room and put in their appli- 
cation about a year and a half ago. They 
were given about one-third of what’ they 
asked. Their exhibit is to be an educational 
one and has no reference to the religious side 
of the Catholie Church. From every part of 
the world where the Catholic Church has a 

arish school there will be a representation of 
ite workings. Again it is hardly fair to gom- 
plain of the amount of room granted, be- 
cause the Protestant churches were asked 
more than a year ago by Dr. Peabody to make 
their applications for space. They did this after 
considerable coaxing, but requested much less 
than that sought for the Catholic school ex- 
hibit. It is too late now to alter any mis- 
judgment on the part of Protestants iu regard 
to the amount of room which they think they 
should occupy. They were cut down oue- 
thi 
the Catholic educational exhibit. Further- 
more, the Catholics will expend $20,000 in 
merely fitting up their space. The Protestant 
church people will not expend anything like 
that amount in decoration. And, finally; the 
exhibit of the Catholics is to be an "educational 
one, while that of the Protestants is to be 
purely religious. 

Diractor-General Davis and his chiefs of 
departments have sought to be fair. The 
City of Chicago through its Board of Educa- 
tion made application last week for space for 
a Chicago school exhibit. The room had been 
all allotted and Col. Davis told the representa- 

tive of the Board of Education to apply to the 
Illinois Board of the Worid's Fair Commis- 
sioners. It was too late in the day for him to 
grant space and all he could do was to refer 
the &pplicants to the State Board, which has 
a big building for the exhibiticn of the educa- 
tional and industrial progress of Illinois,

Express-wagons, carts, and men carrying 
pictures and statues of every description 
vrowded about the north entrance of the new 
Art Institute yesterday between 9 a, m. and 5 
p. m. Yesterday had been announced as the 
last day for the reception of works to be 
submitted to the jury of the Art Department 
of the World’s Coiymbian Exposicion. In- 
side the building Mr. George Corliss was su- 
perintending the force of six men expert in 
the handling of pictures. Between 600 and 
700 single pictures and about 100 cases con- 
taining one or more pictures or pieces of 
statuary were received. 

Mr. Corliss has had much experience in 
handling works of art. He has had charge of 
fifty exhibitions in Europe and America and 
was for fourteen years Secretary of the Penn- 
sylvania Academy of Fine Arts. 

The Pennsylvania Academy was the first in- 
stitution to hold exhibitions designed to give 
a complete view of American art for each 
year, and to carry out this project bureaus 
were established in Munich, London, and 
Paris in order to secure the best works of 
American artists residing abroad.

DROWNED IN THE DANUBE, 


A Village Wiped Out and Many of the In- 
habitants Perish. 

Vienna, Feb. 28.—A terrible calamity has 
overtaken the village of Gergely, near the 
tomn of Paks, in Hungary, situated on the 
River Danube, about sixty miles south of 
Buda. Owing to a sudden rise of the Danube 
the 1,600 inhabitants of Gergely found the 
mud huts in which they lived surrounded by 
water. The people took refuge in the church 
and school, which were constructed of stronger 
materials, hoping that these buildings would 
be able to hold out against the flood. Mothers 
and children clug to the altar, beseeching the 
intercession of the saints. They saw their 
homes disappearing in the raging r 
and the swelling waters begin 
beat against the church and school eiilding. 
At last they decided that to remain would 
mean the destruction of all of them, while if 
tney fled some at least might escape. Open- 
ing the doors they started out into the flood, 
which surge 5 nearly to the waists of the 
grown-up people. Fathers and mothers car- 
ried their children, and the sick and feeble 
were hel along by those who were stronger, 
They fied as fast as they could in the direction 
of Paks. me mother and five children sank 
in the waters and perished. Many others, the 
number of whom is as yet unknown, were 
drowned in the flood. The survivors reached 
Paks in a most deplorable condition. The 
people of Paks gave the fugitives all the help 
possible, although deeply concerned for their 
own safety, as the Danube is twenty feet above 
normal. There is no doubt that the number 
of dead is very large.

Croker’s Sly Campaign Againit the Dis- 
tributor of Patronage — Anti-<Guappers 
Take Umbrage at Theit Cool Treatment 
and Will Not Atténd the Inet 
None of the President-eled! 
Political Friends Will Sse Him Indact- 
ed Into Office. 


New York, Feb. 28.—~(Special. The most 
suggestive feature in connection with the in- 
auguration parade will be a negative one; it 
will be the suggestion caused by the abse 
of every one of those n who made Mr. 
Cleveland’s nvtmination® possible, and who 
spent money and time to aid the campaign. 
The absence of these then from the ceremonies 
which emphasize the victory of Mr. Cieve- 
land’s party is not dus to chance or accident; 
it is the result of agfeement which, though 
tacit, is quite as strong as though it had been 
made with oath- mpanying ceremony. 
The anti-snappers would have regarded that 
one as a lunatic who a year ago had ventured 
to predict that Mr. Cleveland would be in- 
augurated President on the 4th of March, 
1893, and that not a single one of those men 
who bound themselves together last March 
to barricade the advance of Hill's political 
forces would be present to share in 
the glories of that occasion.

West Park Board Offers Prizes for Plans— 
Five Policemen Summarily Discharged.

Fee Ee ee iting. | Trial pose 100, 


REGULAR TEAGHERS DENOUNGE IT 


AS A NUISANCE AND EVIL. 


It Is Declared to Be an Expensive Luxury | 


That Should Be Abolished by the Board 
—What the Special Costs the Public— 
Large Corps of Teachers Required and 
Little Good Doue— Methods Said to Be 
Ineffective—How the Pupils Spend Their 
Time, 3 


Music in the public schools is one of the 
Special pets of the faddists and it is one that 
those who have set out to effect a reform in 
educational methods are decidedly opposed 
to. There 1s no particular objection to vocal 
musie before dismissing school in the after- 
noon. This, it is said, may be useful and val- 
uable ina way. But music as a special study 
is declared to be a nuisance, pure and simple, 
and a waste of time to the pupils. It now bo- 
cupies an important place in the curriculum 
of the Chicago schools and is an expensive 
luxury—if it can be dignified with such a 
name—and the reform element in the Board 
of Education is bent on abolishing it. 

Music now requires a large corps of special 
teachers. Iwo get eral supervisors and several 
assistant supervisors are employed. Song 
bopks are an item of no small expense, Last 
year the cost of the music department was 
$22,780, and this year—-unless the needed re- 
form 18 effected—$25,000 will be expended on 
the effort to produce alleged harmony. Iu- 
deed many declare that it costs at least ten 
times this sum tosupport the department. 


, Methods Are Ineffective. 


But the expense is not the chief objection 
raised against the special. Even those who 
are somewhat favorably disposed to music in 
the schools complain that the object of the 
faddists is not attained ow to their meth- 
ods. The instruction given is too technical 
for the scholars. Simple songs such as chil- 
dren love are sligh Patriotic airs are 
never, or rarely, heard in the class- rooms. 
The hapless wights are drilled in ** thirds” and 
** fifths,” in chromatic and diatonic scales, in 
part songs, and sight reading till, it is said, 
they almost pray for relief by being told to 
learn columus of spellmg and work sums in 
long division. 

As a matter of fact the advocates of the 
special care little about the favor music meets 
with on the part of acholars. . y seem to 
be utterly oblivious to everything save the 
fact, or the assumed fact, that the public 
schools should have a music department. Its 
benefit or injury to the children is overlooked. 
If but one child in fifty shows an aptitude for 
music aud can sing a song before the class 
that child is pointed cut as an example of the 
value of the study. Ifit -were shown that 
forty-nine other scholars had neglected their 
reading and writing to confuse their heads 
with tbirds and **fifths”’ it is said the fad- 
dists would deny the fact in toto. 

Remembering that the special is designed 
for little children who should be putting in 
their time on tne ordinary branches of a com- 
mon school education, it may be of interest to 
the public to know how this fad time is spent. 
The program has once been printed in the 
Chicago Post, but is given again for the bene- 
fit of thuse who may wish to know how their 
2 spend their time during the music 

ur. 


How Time Is Spent. 


Fifteen minutes a day is the time assigned 
to music in the grammar grades. For the 
eighth grade the outline of the ccurte of 
study” prescribes the followmg work in 
music: 

Singing—Seventy-five minutes a week. 

Ten or more new two or three part songs. 

For study—See seventh grade. 

Sight — 2 .— as seventh grade.

Referring to the course of study for the sev- 
enth grade, in whch the items of study and 
sight singing are the same as in tne eighth 
grade, the following directions to the teacher 
on these points are given: 

For study—Exercises in two or three parts; key, 
measure, notes, and rests at pleasure. The har- 
monic minor scale. Exercises in simple chromatic 
passages, in one and two parte. 

For sight singing—Exercises in all * and 
variety of measure with simple modulation to 
next related major or minor key. The syllable 
la will be used in all sight singing. 

No one but. a person familiar with the ar- 
duous, tedious work of teaching a class of 
average children can form an adequate idea 
of the amount of labor involved in a faithful 
compliance with the instructions contained in 
those few lines. The manual directs the 


teachers thus:

upils with exceptional voices should be seated in 
the central row of seats, they may be as- 
signed to exceptional work.

Supervisor Blackman insiste in another 
part of he manual that this classification and 
rearrangement of the children in their seats 
should not occupy more than half a minute. 
In practice, however, it takes three or five 
times as long. Then the instructions for the 
lessons are as folluws:

With the piano or organ—Arrange a prélude, 
which will lead well, to the beginning of the 
song and bethe beginning of the song.

Great care must be exercised lest too much 
competition between such sections be credted; a 
little will be helpful. It is not intended that this 
shall add to the work, but that a healthy stimu- 
lus shall be givento it. Greater indepeadence 
may bea ~~ In 5 exercises without words 
change parts frequently. 

Chord Dictation—At the beginning of part 
sinzing much mere chord singing is desirable, 

A very convenient way to give this practice is 
to dictate the successive chords of any two-part 
song or exercise, ignoring the time for the mo- 
ment. Hold the chord till both tones are well 
sounded. Practice in three ways—viz.: First, oy 
singing first the alto tone, following it with the 
soprano; second, by singing first the soprano 
tone, following it with the alto; third, by 
singing both tones simultaneously, at dictauon. 

In some classes it may be best to copy the mu- 
sic on blackboard, each note or chord as it is to 
be sung. 

After a part or the whole of a piece is sung in 
this way it should be sung through, both parts, in 
such tempo as it is thought the class can do it in; 
at successive times doing it in a more and more
